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The Four Principles

I n The Name Of Allaah The M ost BeneficientThe M ost M erdful 

I ask Allaah, the M ost Generous, the Lord of the Throne, to protect you in this 
world and the H ereafter, and to bless you wherever you are and to make you 
from those who are grateful when they are given, patient when they are tested 
and those who seek forgiveness when they sin. For verily, those are the three 
signs of happiness. 

Know, may Allaah guide you to obeying H im, that H aneefiyyah is the religion 
of Ibraaheem: It isthatyou worship Allaah making the religion purelyfor H im, 
as H e said, “And I have not created the jinn and mankind except to worship 
M e (Alone)." [adh-D haariyaat (51):56] 

W hen you acknowledge that Allaah has created you for H is worship, then 
know that worship is not regarded as such unless it is accompanied bytawheed, 
just as prayer is not regarded as prayer unless it is accompanied by purification 
(taharah). So when shirk enters into worship it corrupts it just like an impurity 
invalidates purification. 

So when you recognise that if shirk enters into worship, it corrupts it, negates all 
the actions and the one who does it is eternally in the H ell -Fire, then you will 
realise the most important matter obligatory upon you: recognition of this fact, 
in order that Allaah may save you from the abyss of committing shirk with 
H im, about which H e, the M ost H igh said, "Verily, Allaah forcjves not that 
partners should be set up with him in worship, but H e forgives except that 
(anything else) to whom H e pleases." [an-N isaa (4):116] 

And this knowledge comprises of four principles which Allaah, the MostH igh, 
has mentioned in H is Book. 

The first principle is that you know the kuffaar, whom the Messenger saws 
fought, used to affirm that Allaah, the Most H igh, was the Creator and the 
Disposer of all the affairs but that did notenter them into Islaam and the proof 

is H is, the M ost H igh's, saying, "Say: W ho provides for you from the sky and 
from the earth? 0 r who owns hearing and sight? And who brings outthe living 
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from the dead and brings out the dead from the living? And who disposes the 
affairs? They will say: "Allaah.'' Say: "W ill you not then be afraid of Allaah's 
Punishment (for settingup rivals in worship with Allaah)?" [Yunus (10):31] 

T he second principle: T hat they (the mushrikeen) say: "W e do not call upon 
and turn towards them except to seek nearness and intercession (with 
Allaah)". So the proof against seeking nearness (through awliyaa) is H is, saying, 

"And those who take awliyaa besides H im (say): "W e worship them only that 
they may bring us near to Allaah." Verily, Allaah will judge between them 
concerning that wherein they differ. T ruly, Allaah guides not him who is a liar, 
and a disbeliever." [az-Zumar (39):3] 

And the proof against intercession (through awliyaa) is H is, the M ost H igh's, 
saying, "And they worship besides Allaah things that hurt them not nor profit 
them, and they say: "T hese are our intercessors with Allaah." [Y unus (10):18] 

And intercession is of two types: The prohibited intercession and the affirmed 
intercession. The prohibited intercession is that which is sought from other 
than Allaah concerning that which only Allaah is able to do. And the proof is 

H is, the M ost H igh's, saying, "0 you who believe! Spend of that with which 
W e have provided for you, before a D ay comes when there will be no 
bargaining, nor friendship, nor intercession. And it is the disbelievers who are 
the D haalimun (wrong-doers, etc.)." [al-Baqarah (2):254] 

And the affirmed intercession is that which is sought from Allaah while the 
intercessor is honoured with the intercession and the one interceded for is 
someone whose deeds and speech are pleasing to Allaah, after He gives 
permission, as H e, the M ost H igh, said, "W ho is he that can intercede with 
H im except with H is Permission?" [al-Baqarah (2):255] 

The third principle is that the Prophet (may Allaah's peace and blessings be 
upon him) encountered people differing in their worship. Amongst them were 
people who worshipped the angels, some who worshiped the prophets and the 
righteous men and others who worshipped stones, trees, the sun and the moon. 
The Messenger of Allaah (may Allaah's peace and blessings be upon him) 
fought them and did not differentiate between them. 

The proof is the saying of Allaah the M ost H igh, "And fightthem until there is 
no more Fitnah (disbelief and worshipping of others along with Allaah) and all 
the deen is for Allaah (Alone)." [al-Baqarah (2):193] 
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And the proof that sun and the moon (are worshipped) is the saying of the 
M ost H igh, “And from among H is signs are the night and the day, and the sun 
and the moon. D o not prostrate to the sun or the moon." [Fussilat (41):37] 

And the proof that the angels (are worshipped) is the saying of the M ost H igh, 

“Nor would he order you to take angels and Prophets for lords (gods)." [ale- 
'Imraan (3):80] 

And the proof that the prophets (are worshipped) is the saying of the M ost 
H igh: “And when Allaah will say (on the Day of Ressurection) “0 lesa ibn 
M aryam did you say unto men, 'W orship me and my mother as two gods 
besides Allaah'.'' H e will say, “G lory be to You! It was not for me to say what I 
had no right (to say). H ad I said such a thing You would surely have known it 
Y ou know what is in my inner-self though I do not know what is in Y ours, truly 
You are the All-Knower of all that is hidden." [al-M aa'idah (5):116] 

And the proof that the righteous (are worshipped) is the saying of the M ost 
M igh, 'T hose whom they call upon desire (for themselves) means of access to 
their Lord (Allaah), as to which of them should be the nearest and they hope 
for H is M ercy and fear H isT orment" [al-lsraa' (17):57] 

And the proof that stones and trees (are worshipped) is H is, the M ost H igh's, 
saying, “Have you considered al-Laat and al-Uzza. And Manaat, the other 
third?" [an-Najm (53):19-20] 

And the hadeeth of Abu W aaqid al-L aythee (may Allaah be pleased with him) 
who said: "W e departed with the Prophet (may A llaah’s peace and blessings be 
upon him) to H unain and we had recently left kufr. The mushrikeen used to 
have a tree which they used to devote themselves to and hang their weapons 
upon, they used to call it 'Dhaat Anwaat'. W e passed by a tree and said, "0 
M essenger of Allaah, appoint for us a Dhaat Anwaat like they have a Dhaat 
Anwaat. H e said, " Allaahu Akbar, Allaahu Akbar, Allaahu Akbar! By the 0 ne 
in whose Hand is my soul, these are the ways. The like of what you have said is 
what B ani I sraaeel said to M usaa, "M ake for us a god as they have gods." H e 
said, “Verily you are an igiorant people." [al-A'raaf (7):138]

T he fourth principle is that the mushrikeen of our time are worse in their shirk 
than the mushrikeen who came before. T his is because those who came before 
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committed shirk during times of ease and made their worship purely for A llaah 
during times of difficulty. H owever, the shirk of the mushrikeen of our time is 
continuous, during times of ease and difficulty. The proof is H is, the M ost 
H igh's, saying, “And when they embark on a ship they invoke A llaah making 
their faith pure for H im only, but when H e brings them safely to land, behold, 
they give a share of their worship to others." [al-Ankaboot(29):65] , so based 
upon this, the caller (one who supplicates) then he is actually a worshipper (by 
this supplication), and the evidence is H is, the M ost H igh's saying, "And who is 
more astray than one who calls (invokes) besides A llah, such as will not answer 
him till the Day of Resurrection, and who are (even) unaware of their calls 
(invocations) to them?" [Al-Ahqaf (46):5] 


And A llaah, the Sublime, knows best. Prayers and peace be upon M uhammad,
